Gasoline as Wash for Wounds ° 


_Contused, lacerated. wounds with 
dirt ground into them are cléaned 
with gasoline in a field hospital in 
France. The skin and then the sur- 
face of the. wound are rubbed with 
a swab or absorbent cotton soaked in 
gasoline. The interior of the: wound 
is swabbed out with gasoline as far 
as can be reached with pledgets of 
cotton wrapped around a forceps. 

Gasoline causes no ‘pain, but it will 
cause blisters: if left on.and covered 
with bandages that prevent evapora- 
tion. Medical journals say gasoline 
has long been used by workmen in

This plan is the product of the 
discussion the-farmers- of the West 
have been engaged in for some years. 
Mortgage and. loan company repre- 
sentatives assert frankly that they 
are hostile to the idea. They claim 
that money is going begging on even 
more favorable terms, They say since 
the 1915 crop so-many of their mort- 
gages have been paid up and can- 
celled that they cannot invest their 
surplus funds. They intimate, how- 
ever, that the proposition is sound 
in so far as it can be worked with- 
out loss to investors. 

When rural credits are spoken of 
in the West, three distinct classes 
may be. included in the reference. 
-First there is the long term or 
mortgage credit given on the secur- 
ity of the farmer's. lands, by trust 
and mortgage companies. The term 
is usually five years in this class and 
the mortgage is capable of renewal, 
The rate of interest charged is eight 
or nine percent, 

Secondly, there is the short term 
bank credit, which is primarily in- 
tended as an accommodation to cur- 
rent business, The security given is 
the farmer’s note and the rate of in- 
terest usually is. eight per cent. 

Thirdly, there is the miscellaneous 
class} chief of which is the machinery 
credits, These also include lumber 
and all retail store credits. The rate 
of interest varies from ten to fifteen 
per cent. a , 

It is now generally agreed by far- 
mers, bankers and mortgage com- 
pany men alike that the present fin- 
ancial problems of the country would 
be greatly simplified if the people on 
the land ‘had not. accepted so much 
of the third class of credits. There 
is ho doubt that much of ‘the sore- 
ness and agitation which have arisen 
in the West over the alleged lack of 
financial accommodation for farm- 
ers has been due to the evil of abun- 
dant credit of the third class, given 
during the years of rampant specula-

If a central imperial fund 
were established for this purpose, the

Ottawa, Dec. 26—The western provin; 
ces havo been requested to relieve the 
Royal Norgiwest Nounted Police of pro- 
Viicial duties, so that the forge may be 
in a position to devote its anergies to the 
enforcement of federal ordinances and to 
war work. | As a consequence the proy- 
inces are to undértake the organization 
of provincial police for the duration of 
the war. , 

The change has been rendered ‘neces 
sary Owing to’ the additional. boundary 
patrol work necessitated by the war, For 
instance, themounted police have reap- 
peared in Manitoba since’the war: coin- 
menced, after 15 years’ absence from the 
province. In-addition to the work, there 
are many new duties .imposed on the 
foree through the provision of the war 
measures act. : 

It has been found difficult.to keep the 
force up to strength owing to the heavy 
enlistments, Many members of the force 
are leaving from time to time as their 
three-year term of office expires.

Notwithstanding any provision in the 
Dominion Jands act, or in any “act

The Farmer Who Grows All His 
Own Foods Is Usually Pros- 
perous and Independent 


The first, middle and last legiti- 
mate business of every farmer is to 


provide a. good living for himself and 
family. This good living means am- 
ple and comfortable shelter, proper 
clothing , for all occasions, and an 
abundance of a variety of the best 
foods that can be produced directly 
and indirectly from the. soil—vegrt- 
ables, fruits, ‘milk, cream, butter, 
cheese, perhaps honey, and eggs and 
meats. A 

The above. list of foods can and 
should be produced on every farm in 
this country: Even cheese © and 
honey are “éasily~ within the list of 
‘good things to eat that can be pro- 
duced by every family living in the 
country. . Until a few years ago no 
honey or cheese was produéed on our 
farm, but now we have. bees. for 
honey and. we make the very best ot 
cheese with an ordinary lard press as 
a cheese press. 

There is no end of good things to 


“eat that can be grown in every gar- 


den on the farin, to be used in season 


and to be stored and canned for out-’ 


of-season use. The farm family that 
does not have from a dozen to a 
score or more of the best vegetables 
and fruits for home use is. not half 
living up to the ‘highest possibilities 
of country life. There is no valid ex- 
cuse for any farm family goirig with- 
out. or-running short of milk, cream, 
butter, lard, eggs and meats of a var- 
iety. } 

It is the observation of, the writer 
that. almost every farmer who grows 
all of his own foods is ‘prosperous 
and independent. The reason is evi- 
‘dent; he keeps most of the cash earn- 
ings of the farm at home to meet ne- 
cessary expenses: for clothing, house 
furnishings, incidentals, and for im- 
provements. -He nearly always has 
some cash on hand because he is,not 
continually spending for daily food, 

Many farmers hold the mistaken 
notion that iney can*grow some nes 
crop for cash to purchase meats and 
other foods, This..mistake has forced 
hundreds of farmers to the wall and 
has kept thousands poor when 
might. have lived independent and 
comfortable. Buying any food that 
has been produced on the farm and 
passed through half a dozen other 
‘hatids is poor ‘business policy, to say 
the least. Why not produce these 
foods at home and save the profits 
that’ merchants and _ other, dealers 
rake off in big measure? Why sell 
hogs at seven cents and buy back 
lard at 14 cents and bacon.’ at 20 
cents, perhaps: from the same hoes 
you sold six months before?) Why

Saving by Good Roads 


Sound Arguments in Favor of Good 
eo Country Roads 


The cost of moving thé products 
of the farm to the nearest market or 
distributing station <deperds upon 
the character ‘of the roads over 
which they are hauled; if these roads 
are muddy and well-nigh impassabie | 
at certain seasons, all the moncy| 
apt on expensive | highways be-| 
tween’ the cities, or highways pare 


* 


ning the continent from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, will-not take off one 
penny of the excessive price which 
it now costs to move those products 
over the average country road. 

Here is a little problem in road 
arithmetic which will be interesting 
to farmers. The road from Ames 
to Nevada, Iowa, has been improved 
with a reasonably hard surface. Be- 
fore improvement it took 106 pounds, 
average draft, to pull a load of one 
ton. After improvement it took an 
ayerage draft of 75 pounds to pull the 
same load in the same wagon, The 
Saving in’ necessary pulling power, 
therefore, was 36 per cent. when .the 
farmer used the harder surface road. 
These figures are from the United 
States Department of Public Roads, 
which made a dynamometer test on 
pd particular road. Now the prob- 
em: 

If the sarpest load\a farmer could 

haul over that road was 50 bushels 
before it was improved, how much 
more can he haul now, ‘with the 
same team and the same wagon? If 
it cost him 30 cents per load per 
mile to haul over the old road; how 
much does he save nowadays for the 
same sizé load? ‘. im . 
. The answers are both easy and in- 
teresting. The farmer who used to 
haul 50 bushels over the. old road 
now hauls 68 bushels. with the same 
team. He gets his hauling done 36 
per cent. sooner, and therefore saves 
36 per cent. of his time. If -his time, 
and the service of his team, and the 
wear and tear on his wagon and har- 
ness are worth 30 cents per load per 
mile, and the United States Govern- 
ment says they are, he would | save 
10 cents pér load per mile, 

Now figure out how many loads 
you haul to or. from town or ship- 
ping point, count the mileage for 
each load, and sce, just for fun, how 
many dollars &syear you’ would save 
if you had a concrete road from your 
farm to your shipping point,
